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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . The Examiner has noticed that the Application number in the Amendments filed 
on 11/23/2007 should be "10/564,086" instead of "1 0/654,086". 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 17 is objected to because of the following informalities: the limitation 
"fluidtight shell which is disposed inboard of the cooling circuit" should be written as:-- 
fluidtight shell which is disposed inboard of the magnetic circuit-- because Fig. 1 shows 
the shell 9 is inboard of the magnetic circuit, not the cooling circuit and "dispose outside" 
in line 6 should be:--- disposed outside—. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 8, 9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Watanabe et al (US 3,963,950). 

Regarding claim 8, Watanabe et al. disclose a stator of an electric machine 
comprising: an autonomous cooling circuit (10, 10', 11 and 11' in Figs. 1 and 3), means 
for sealing (tube 6) the cooling circuit with respect to a rotor of the electric machine, a 
magnetic circuit comprising slots (slots accommodate windings 2 as shown in Fig. 4), 
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and a winding (2) arranged in the slots, wherein the stator comprises a two part 
magnetic circuit (as shown in Figs. 1 and 4, the first part of the magnetic circuit is back 
iron 1 to form magnetic return path and the second part is the windings 2) whose parts 
are separated by a fluid tight shell (resin 5 and 13). 

Regarding claim 9, Watanabe et al. disclose a stator of an electric machine 
wherein the shell (5 and 13 in Fig. 2) is of tubular shape and is centered around an axis 
of revolution of the electric machine. 

Regarding claim 14, Watanabe et al. disclose a stator of an electric machine 
wherein the shell (26) is formed by a coating (covering) of one of the stacks of 
laminations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 10-13 and 15-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if claims 10 and 15 are rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claim 1 7 is objected to because of informalities but would be allowable the claim 
is rewritten to overcome the objections set forth in this Office Action. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 10 and 15, the prior art of record does not show a stator of an 
electric machine as written in claims 8 and claim 9 wherein the magnetic circuit 
comprises a first stack of laminations produced outside the shell and a second stack of 
laminations produced inside the shell. 
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Regarding claim 17, the prior art of record does not show a stator of an electric 
machine comprising a magnetic circuit comprising slots, a first stack of laminations 
disposed outside the shell and a second stack of laminations disposed inside the shell.
